Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 13, 61-67, 76, 77 and 68, drawn to a method of treating 
alcohol addiction, classified in class 514, subclass 649. 

II. Claims 13, 61-67, 76, 77 and 70 in part, drawn to a method of 
treating bipolar condition, classified in class 514, subclass 58. 

III. Claims 13, 61-67, 76, 77 and 70 in part, drawn to a method of 
treating manic condition, classified in class 514, subclass 231.2. 

IV. Claims 13, 61-67, 76, 77 and 71, drawn to a method of treating 
bulimia, classified in class 424, subclass 434. 

V. Claims 13, 61-67, 76, 77, and 72, drawn to a method of treating 
chronic fatigue syndrome, classified in class 424, subclass 464. 

VI. Claims 13, 61-67, 76, 77 and 73, drawn to a method of treating 
narcolepsy, classified in class 424, subclass 449. 

VII. Claims 13, 61-67, 76, 77 and 75, drawn to a method of treating 
premenstrual syndrome, classified in class 424, subclass 489. 

VII. Claims 13, 61-67, 76, 77 and 79, drawn to a method of treating 
neuropathic pain, classified in class 424, subclass 451 .

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Inventions l-VII are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions have different effects and treats different patient population.
